No admittance 
was granted anybody except on the most 
pressing business. There were no mad depos- 
itors around, all of them having concluded to 
wait and see what is going to happen. 

Mr. Krieger, the cashier, could not be found 
again to-day. Itis reported that his mind is 
almost unbalanced by the terrible torture that 
he has had to endure for the past week. 

The reporter went down tosee Mr. Henry 
Gross, now with Maxwell Brothers,bhorse deal- 
ers, but tormerly connected with the bank, 
and aman whois supposed to know several 
important facts. He left the bank on the lst 
of last January and was conversant with the 
Goldsoll business. 

Mr. Gross was not disposed to talk. In fact 
he flatly refused to be interviewed. The reperter 
learned, however, that he is the same Henry 
Gross who isa member of the grand jury. He 
said he took anoath when he wertinto the 
bank that he would not reveal secrets, and 
that he felt obliged to observe that oath yet. 
The reporters had been afterhim day and 
night, but he had refused to see them, and this 
was the first time he had been squarely 
cornered. The cornering, however, did no 
good, as Mr. Gross was firmin his resolve not 
to talk. 

The affairs of the bank will probably take a 
definite shape on Monday. 

LEGAL PROCEEDINGS. 

Mrs. Maria E. Helferich, whose name was 
mentioned yesterday, who had on deposit $6,- 
000 in this bank, has by her attorneys, Ruasell 
and Wendling, brought suit suit against the 
bank and its officers under the new law and in- 
tends to vigorously prosecute her claim. The 
petition sets out that the officers and directors 
mismanaged the affairs of the bank; that on 
the 23d inst. she went to the bank to get 
her money and found the bank 
closed; that loans amounting to large 
sums were made to various persons without 
security ; that one was made to M. Goldsoll of 
$310,000, which loan was in excess of fifty per 
cent of the capital stock of the bank; that 
various loans were made without taking the 
security required by law; that when petitioner 
deposited $4,000. the cashier represented to 
her that the bank was perfectly solvent, and 
thereby induced her to make the deposit. 
The petition alleges that the petitioner 
is a widow, and that her deposits in 
the bank constituted all her property 
and means of support. The petition makes 
various allegations of mismanagement and 
prays for an order to compel the officers and

Condition of the Crops and Promise of 
the Harvest. 


Reports From the North, South 
and West.

Crop Prospects. 

NEW YORK, May 24.—The Times to-day pnb- 
lishes a large body of reports upon the present 
condition of the crops and the promise of har- 
vest throughout the United States. Letters and 
dispatches come from about 100 places, cover- 
ing more than 1,000 points in thirty-four States 
and Territories. Inthe New England States, 
while the miscellaneovs products and fruit 
promise weli, the grass crop, with its attendant 
product of dairy, is decidedly increased. It 
appears New England will contribute ten per 
cent moreof hay and of butter, cheese and 
stock than last year. 

In what are ordinarily called the Middle 
States,including New York, Pennsylvania, Dela. 
ware, New Jersey and Maryland, and embrac- 
ing the territory between the Alleghanies and 
the Atlantic and between New England and 
Virginia, the crops are ot a very varied nature. 
Of cereals it may be inferred that wheat will 
be more largely raised than last year, corn 
somewhat more, and other crops nearly the 
same. Thetruit crop, and especially that of 
peaches, promises will, with some exception, 
and may be set down as everywhere,at least up 
to the average, and in some sections decidedly 
larger. Inthe West and Northwest the reports 
as to both corn and wheat are flattering. 
As to wheat there is no _  consider- 
reported in any State 
Illinois promises an average 
crop; Obio an increase to possibly 30,000,000 
bushels; Michigan 31.000,000, larger than the 
last two years ; Minnesota, 30,000,000,a large 
increase; Nebraska, a probable total of 15,- 
060,000; lowa and Wisconsin as large a crop as 
lust vear, and robable increase. As tocorn, 
all the Stat \ promise an increass with 
the exceptiun ot Indiana, where it has been 
abandoned to some extent for wheat. Inthe 
Southern States the prospects are not so strik- 
ingly improved asin some other sections, but 
reports are encouraging. Cotton is reported 
asuptothe average in Georgia, North Caro- 
lina, Tennessee and Arkansas, and jas promis- 
ing anincreasé in Virginia, South Carolina, 
Alabama, Louisiana and Texas. In Mississippi 
alone a loss isto be anticipated. An increase 
im corn is indicated in all the Southern States 
except Arkansas and Missouri, where there isa 
falling off, andin South Curolina and Georgia,

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Coolies From Anam. 
[From the N. Y. Times. | 

The direct opposition of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment, combined with the knowledge 
Which most of the poorer classes in the sea- 
board provinces of Southern China now pos- 
sess, that Cuba is a veritable purgatory to 
those who go there as coolies, has proved suf- 
ficient to deter Chinese laborers from signing 
the artfully-prepared bonds submitted to 
them by Portuguese agents at Macao. 
The most attractive and _ fanciful . pic- 
torial descriptions of the pleasure and 
ease of a life in Cuba have fauiled to 
draw the men required to stock the sugir 
plantations; and forthis reason the base of 
operation for coolie hiring has been moved 
southward intothe Kingdom of Anam. Al- 
though this country is in some degree tributa- 
ry to China,it is not in the least likely that the 
Government at Pekin will interest itseif to 
protect Anamese coolies, as it did three or 
four years ago, to secure for iis own subjects 
in Cuba a partial retief from harsh treatment. 
Chinasis a power whose word com- 
mands respect, in spite of the semi-civilized 
character of the institutions; but a protest 
from the court at Hue, if that little-known 
body ever made one, would have very slight 
effect cither at Madrid or Havana. In point 
of fact. the Anamese coolies, when once 
landed in Cuba, could no more depend upon 
their Government to aid them when 
they were wronged, than could their 
co-laborers upon the potentates of Con- 
go and Dahomey; and on this account, 
whatever the tenor of the contracts might be 
that were made with them, they would in all 
probability remain as slaves upon the planti- 
tions of their employers for the remainder of 
their lives. It is hard“go sce in what wav this 
fraudulent contract-making differs from the 
old form of slave-catching, except that its re- 
sults upon these who are so grossly deccived 
is even more terrible than if they were forci- 
bly captured, or had been sold as prisoners of 
war. Itis simply carrying on the slave-trade 
in disguise, and on this account it ought to be 
prohibited. Concerted action should be taken 
in this matter by this country and the great 
powers of Europe, to puta stop to this traffic 
at the outset, forif it is allowed to continue 
without opposition it will soon grow into an 
infamous abuse. 
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Marriage Customs That Would Not Be Favora- 
bly Regarded in New York—The Mines. 


[From the New York Times. ] 

There is probably no part of the country 
about which so little is known, which at the 
same time is so teeming with historical inter- 
est, as New Mexico, The Hon. L. Bradford 
Prince, who has lately returned to this city 
from an official residence in that territory, 
gave a Times reporter yesterday an exceed- 
ingly interesting description of life in that al- 
most unknown country, and particularly of 
the habits. and peculiarities of the Pueblo (or 
village) Indians, who compose a 
large part of its populatiou. 
These odd people belong’ to the 
old Aztec Nation, and most of them still hold 
to the mysterious rites of the Aztec religion. 
D< scriptions ofthe many Aztec ruins found in 
this country have been frequently published, 
but bardly anything has been known of the 
manner of life of the descendants who are 
still there; if, indeed, it has been generally 
known that any of them are left north of the 
Rio Grande. One ofthe strongest hopes of 
New Mexico, Mr. Prince’ says, 1s_ in 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad, whose terminus is now at 
Otero. The Raton Mountains are crossed by a 
switchback, with a grade of 300 feet to the mile; 
but a tunnel through the mountain is in course 
of construction, and it is expected that it will 
be completed in the fall. The road will then 
be extended to Las Vegas, thence to the Rio 
Grande, and down the Rio Grande tothe 
Southern Pacific, making a through line to 
California, from its eastern terminus, Kansas 
City, and running through the famous grape 
country around El Paso and Mesella, where 
fine wine and brandy are made. Thereis a 
good opportunity here, Mr. Prince thinks, for 
vineyards, but there is little to be done in the 
Territory just now without capital. 
There is no employment for mechanics, the 
Mexican mode of life not requiring them, the 
houses generally being built of adobe: and 
such clerical positions as there are are overrun 
with applicants. There is no place, however, 
he thinks, where a man with capital can in- 
vest it to greater advantage. The usual rate 
of interest is 11-2 per cent per month, and 
safe loans can be made at that rate. Along 
the Rio Grande the:e is a tine opening for fruit 
orchards. American fruit has been intro- 
duced = only Within the last few 
yeurs, and it grows’ to_ perfection. 
The vailey of the Rio Grande, from 
Santa Fe to Socorro, Mr. Prince belleves, will 
before long be the orchard district of the 
Southwest, and supply Colorado, Kansas and 
Nebraska withis fruits. Go'd mining has 
been brought to a stand-still, because the 
mines are mostly in the land known asthe 
Maxwell grant, and that is under foreclosure, 
and in the hands of a receiver. This contains 
1,800,009 acres, more than half as much land 
as the whole State of Connecticut; and as soon 
asthe legal troubles are settled so that clear 
can be given, the mines 
will be reopened and agricultural indus- 
try will be developed. This grant is at the 
vateway to the northeast of the Territory, the 
raijioud going through it, and its present un- 
fortunate condition one of the greatest 
drawbacks to emigration to the Territory. The 
Mera grant, adjoining it on the south, is al- 
mest equal in size, but this, too, is locked up 
arndin process of partition. It is thought that 
b<th the grants will be open for settlement in 
the fall. Land ean be bought in large tracts, 
suitable for grazing, for from 50 cents to #1 an 
acre. Las Veyas,which is to be reached by the 
railroad in July, is the business center of 
the eastern part of the territory, controlling 
the business oue hundred and fifty miles south 
and one hundred miles east. It is the empo- 
rium of sheep and cattle raising, wool and 
hides. The Hot Springs, near Las Vegas, 
bave long been a popular resort for invalifis, 
and their popularity increases as they beco ne 
better known. ‘The journey from New York 
City to Cimmaron, in New Mexico, by rail, 
takes four and a half davs, and Las Vezas 
ean be reached in_ the same 
when the railroad is completed. Tuaere 
i- no more lawlessness in New Mexico, Mr.

Pueblos close to each 
o'hber do Lot use the same languages. In the 
Pueblo of Isleta, for example, in the extreme 
scuth, is used the samwne language as is spoken 
in Taos, in the extreme north, and none of the 
intervening Pueblos use thatlanguage. About

There ts 
some excitement just now about newly-dis- 
covered silver mines. Extensive deposits of 
crrl onates have been discovered at Cerillos, 
about eighteén miles from Santa Fe. This 
is bear the site of the ancient Spanish mines 
which were werked to a great depth, 
and some of which have been explor- 
ed, with interesting historical develope 
ments. They were worked In the  six- 
teenth century; but most of them are now 
filled with water, and itis impossible to tell 
their exact depth. The torquois mines, from 
which the elegant jewels in the present crown 
of Spain were taken, were in this vicinity, and 
a number of miners are now on thetr way to 
the newly-discovered mines. The cost of go- 
ing by rail from New York to Santa Fe is 
about $125, and although railroads are 
scarce in the territory, stage lines and inhab- 
itable hotels are plenty.

A Philosopher Among the Mill Girls. 
{From the June Atlantic. } 

I was greatly interested in learning about 
the amusements or diversions of the mill peo- 
ple. My firststep was to ask a great many of 
the young women what they did in the even- 
ing, after working hours were over. The 
French Canadian girls, who are Catholies, 
nearly all replied, ‘‘Westay at home. We 
have to sew, and mend our clothes, and wash 
them. Wedonot know anybodv, and so we 
bave no place to go in the even- 
ing.’’ Attimesthe answer was, *‘My mo- 
ther’’ or *‘my sister will not let me go out.’’ 
Most of the other young women said, *‘Oh, 
we go out with our feilers, and with some of 
the other girls.’’ ‘**And where do you go?’’ 
‘*Oh, along the streets, down town; to the 
post-office, or the candy-store, if the boys will 
shout.’’ ‘*Iif they will shout—what is that?’’ 
‘Oh, don’t you know? Why, tht 
means if they will treat—if they will 
buy some eandy for us.*’ ‘*And do 
you drink something too?’’ Tothisthe young- 
er women always answered, ‘*No, we don’t 
drink anything, unless it’s soda-water, some- 
times, in warm weather.’’ Butthey usually 
pointed to some older companion, and said, 
**She drinks—sbe drinks beer.’’ Then the 
womon thus spoken of would laugh, and toas 
her head, and say, ‘**Ain’t vou goin’ to 
shout?’’ And when! met the same group in 
the street in the evening, the question would 
he repeated, with a smile of recognition. 

I do not.think these girls and younger 
women have usually any habitual amuse- 
ment, except this walking out with their 
friends which I have just mentioned. Odace 
or twice dufing the winter many of them go to

So far as the statistics of mere amusement 
go, we may well rely on that veracious chron- 
icler—the very Court Journal of New England 
village life-—the Springfield Republican. Each 
daily issue of that lively sheet has a page of 
‘‘locals’’ from every town in the western 
coupties of Massachusetts. We learn from 
the latest number at hand that in Holyoke 
‘‘the Taft reception party is § en- 
grossing the town talk,’’ and that 
‘*Barney Macauley is sure of a crowded 
house’’ at the theater; in Chicopee there is a 
‘@ocial;’’ in Longmeadow a dramatic read- 
ing; in Williamsburg a Methedist oyster sup- 
per; in Westfield a fireman’s ball and a mu- 
sical entertainment; in Greenfield two rival 
balls and an amateur play bv ‘‘Congregation- 
al women;’’ in West Deerfield a ‘‘sociable;’’ 
in South Deerfield a public ball; in 
Shelburne a ‘*Congregational entertain- 
ment;’’ in North Adams a military ball; in 
Pittsfield a sympkony concert; m Athol some 
MetlLodist tableaux and music; in West War- 
ren an operetta in a Congregational chapel: 
in Hardwick a *‘surprise-party;’’ and so on. 
This is a single day’s exhibit, and so it goes 
on, day after day. I make no account of 
farmers’ clubs, harvest clubs, religious meet- 
ings, and lyceum lectures, though the 
last, in these times, are certainly to be 
classed under tne heid of ‘‘enter- 
tainments.’’

Dr. Drasche, who was sent by the Austrian 
Gcveiument to investigate the plague in Rus- 
sia, has communieated some interesting facts 
to the medical profession since his return to 
Vienna. Lis investigations led him to believe 
that the dangerous souree of the plague is the 
Mesopotamian Valley, where it first appeared 
in 1867, and from whence it was spread by 
Schuts’ caravans earrving the dead bodies to 
the eatacombs of Kerbelah and Vetsche. 
Sprezding further on, it appeared in 1877 in 
Persia (Resch), and then in 1878 it 
passed to the Volga, and appeared in the vil- 
lage o? Vetlanka. It was brought from Astra- 
khan by a woman, who fell first victim on the 
3th of October of last year. Up tethe 
Hth of last February, when the ravages of the 
plague in Russia appear to have come to an 
end, the actual deaths caused by it did not 
number more than 450, aceording to Dr. 
Drasche; andthe limitation of its 
was due to the energetic measures adopted by 
the Russian Government. The doctor ree- 
ommends the establishment of an internation- 
al sanitary Commission, whose dutv it shall be 
to watch and prevent the spread of epidemics, 
especially in Turkey and Persia:

even ten degrees above, is unknown; at 
Greenwich the average of the thermometer 
during the month of January for half a cen- 
tury was thirty-seven degrees, a temperature 
that will not only allow but invite various and 
active outdoor recreations. The English win- 
ter, indeed, is not unlike our March shorn of 
its bitterness and on its good behavior. 

We Americans, on the contrary, for a part 
ofthe year are prisoners to our climate; in 
the summer not daring to waik abroad, for 
fear of sunstroke; in midwinter hemmed in 
by biting cold and impassable drifts of snow: 
at no season ableto predict or calculate the 
temperature for a day, or even halfan hour in 
advance. These sudden leaps of the Ameri- 
can climate from distressing heat to severe 
cold, or the reverse, are quite unfamiliar to 
England, where spring 8 owly unfolds into 
summer, aflid summer in turn descends into 
a moderate winter. 

Tre element of dryness of the air, peculiar 
toourclimate as distinguished from that of 
Europe, both in Great Britain and on the 
Continent, is of the highest scientific and 
practical interest. The evidences of this dry 
state of our atmosphere are numerous and 
striking: clothes on the line can be taken ia 
more quickly than in Europe; there is less of 
mould in libraries, in closets, and on fyr- , 
niture; the specimens of the naturalist 
much longer without injgsy; weod-
